SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The artwork entitled Painting Depicting A Famity, also known as Exhibit Number 44 or 
Geneaiogy, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years or to students enrolled in an art course with a tertiary 
training provider; and the publications are displayed as part of the 'Genealogy' 
installation by Steven Brower. 

The artwork is a painting by William Brower and appears in the context of an 
installation by Steven Brower. The publication depicts a group of four people, who 
appear to be about to engage in sexual activity. One of the people is a young boy. 
However, the artwork is not considered to promote or support, or tend to promote or 
support, the exploitation of children for sexual purposes. 

The publication has been considered under s3(3)(a)(iv) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, the extent and degree to which, and the manner 
in which, the publication depicts sexual conduct with children. Given the subject 
matter of the publication, the artwork is considered to depict sexual conduct by children 
to a high extent and degree. However, this is mitigated by the manner and context in 
which the image is presented. 
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The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The classification represents the minimum interference with the freedom 
of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good.
